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Sorry Graeme, but no guarantee of Europa club decline

Former Saints boss Mauricio Po- 
chettino once said the Europa League 
“kills you”, while another of the 
club’s ex-managers, Graeme Sou- 
ness, claimed recently that it will un¬ 
doubtedly damage the side’s Premier 
League campaign. 

“It’s guaranteed to do that,” he said. 
“You look at Everton this year. 

“Any team that’s involved in that Eu¬ 
ropa League, it has an impact on the 
league performance.” 

But just how true is that? 

The Daily Echo has looked back at 
the results of English sides who have 
taken part in the competition, since it 
was revamped from the UEFA Cup in 


2009-10, and they show that there is by 
no means a guarantee that Saints will 
regress next season. 

In that time, 16 English clubs have 
competed in the group stages, either 
by earning direct entry to them, or get¬ 
ting there via the qualifying rounds, 
as Saints would have to do. 

Excluded 

We have excluded any side who 
did not advance through the qualifi¬ 
ers, due to them playing a negligible 
amount of games, or who dropped in 
from the Champions League at the 
knockout stages. 

Additionally, two sides - Birming¬ 
ham and Wigan - were relegated in 
the season they earned a Europa 


League spot, and have therefore been 
discounted, as they were Champion¬ 
ship clubs when they actually took 
part in it. 

Of the remaining 14, nine did see 
their Premier League points total 
drop in the season that they played in 
Europe. 

Most notably, Everton ended up 
25 points worse off last season than 
in 2013-14, while Newcastle saw a 
24-point drop off in 2012-13. 

That sort of decline for Saints would 
undoubtedly put them in significant 
danger of relegation next season. 

But, while those two cases are oft- 
cited examples, the reality is that the 
story elsewhere has been far from hor¬ 
rific. 


Of the other seven teams who went 
backwards, six of them only saw 
their points total diminish by a small 
amount - five points or fewer. 

Five teams even saw an improve¬ 
ment in their Premier League points 
total after qualifying for the Europa 
League - Manchester City in 2010-11, 
Tottenham and Fulham in 2011-12, as 
well as Liverpool and Spurs again in 
2012-13. 

On four of those occasions, the side 
in question had played 12 or more 
games in the competition. 

So, while it is surely the case that 
the Europa League has the potential 
to negatively impact a club’s domestic 
form, it is far from certain that it actu¬ 
ally will. 


Cherries to sign £8m Mings

CHERRIES are set to shatter 
their club record transfer by 
signing sought-after Ipswich 
Town defender Tyrone Mings. 

The 22-year-old, who cost the Suf¬ 
folk outfit just £10,000, is expected to 
pen a four-year deal after the clubs 
agreed a fee of around £8 million. 

Although the figure is expected to 
be undisclosed, it dwarfs Cherries’ 
previous highest, which was in the 
region of £2.5m. 

Cherries paid big money for Cal- 
lum Wilson and Tokelo Rantie and, 
although neither fee was revealed, 
both were believed to have been be¬ 
tween £2m and £3m. 

Mings, who was released by South¬ 
ampton as a schoolboy, was also be¬ 
ing tracked by Cherries’ Premier 
League rivals Aston Villa, Newcastle 
and West Brom. 

As part of the deal, winger Ryan 
Fraser will move in the opposite di¬ 
rection and join Ipswich on a season- 
long loan with no recall option. 

Brett Pitman is also expected to 
sign for the Tractor Boys, although 
his permanent move is not thought to 
be connected to the package. 

Striker Pitman, who has a year left 
on his contract with Cherries hav¬ 
ing rejoined the club for £60,000 from 
Bristol City in January 2013, is likely 
to sign on a free transfer should he 
agree personal terms. 

Mings played a starring role for Ip¬ 
swich as they reached the Champion¬ 
ship play-offs last season, eventually 
losing out in the semi-finals to Nor¬ 
wich. 

He was signed after impressing 


boss Mick McCarthy during a trial in 
December 2012 and blossomed under 
the former Republic of Ireland man¬ 
ager’s tutelage at Portman Road. 

At the time, Mings had been turn¬ 
ing out in the Southern League for 
Chippenham Town and combined 
playing semi-pro with his full-time 
job as a mortgage advisor. 


Mings, who operates predominant¬ 
ly at left-back, reportedly became an 
£8m target for Arsenal and Chelsea, 
while Crystal Palace had a £3m bid 
for the defender rejected in Septem¬ 
ber. 

He has also hit the headlines for a 
series of selfless acts such as spend¬ 
ing Christmas Day 2013 feeding the 


homeless, donating tickets to fans 
and paying to replace the replica 
shirts of Ipswich supporters after 
his squad number had changed. 

Cherries are also expected to an¬ 
nounce the season-long loan signing 
of Chievo defender Filippo Costa 
who will join the club’s under-21 
squad.

RELEGATED Totton & Eling will make it their 
mission to get back to the Sydenhams top flight 
as soon as possible. 

But chairman/co-manager Andy Tipp very much 
doubts they will ever aim for the Southern League 
heights because they have found their niche as a 
community club. 

Although Winchester City were delighted last 
weekend when the FA offered them an 
unexpected promotion to the Southern One 
South & West, Tipp says that not every player is 
happier higher up the pyramid - Mark Osman 
being a prime example. 

Osman, left, a cult hero of neighbouring AFC 


Totton’s ascent to the Southern Premier, raised a 
few eyebrows last term when he came out of 
retirement to aid T&E’s Wessex Premier basement 
battle, albeit with injury stopping him in his tracks. 

Local lad 

“Speaking to Osey, he’s a local lad who just 
wants to play football with his mates,” said Tipp. 

“When he signed for AFC Totton they were a 
Wessex League club, but they became a monster 
[going up the leagues] and he said he wasn’t 
really enjoying it like he used to. 


“I think Totton would have liked him back this 
season, but he’s going to stay with T&E because 
he enjoys it here. 

“That’s what T&E is all about. We’ve found our 
place as a community club and I don’t think we’d 
ever want to go into the Southern League at any 
point. 

“If our young players get better and want to go 
off and play higher at some stage with AFC Totton 
or whoever, they can. We’ll pick up lads either on 
the way back down or when they’re young and 
coming through. 

“We know exactly where we’re based now and 
we’re happy with that.” 


No relegation lifeline may be 
good for T&Es, says manager 



Wessex League 
focus on balance 
below top flight 

TOTTON & Eling are deter¬ 
mined to focus on the posi¬ 
tives after being denied a 
possible Sydenhams Premier 
Division lifeline. 

With Winchester City gaining a late 
promotion to the Southern League, 
history suggested that the second-to- 
bottom club might stay up in their 
place and keep Wessex top-flight 
numbers at an even 22, writes WEN¬ 
DY GEE. 

Over the years several clubs have 
been spared the drop under similar 
circumstances but, on this occasion, 
the chief priority was to keep healthy 
numbers in Division One. 

With both Alton Town and Portland 
United rejoining the league and AFC 
Stoneham coming up from the Hamp¬ 
shire Premier ranks, Sydenhams 
One has mushroomed from 15 to 18 
teams for 2015-16. 

There was an argument to say that 
the second flight could have run with 
17, but SWL chairman Ian Hoare gave 
that suggestion a resounding “no” at 
Tuesday’s AGM. 

He said: “I look at Division One as 
being just as important as the Pre¬ 
mier Division and we have to do eve¬ 
rything we can to protect that status. 

“I was really pleased when we got 18 
[in Division One] and my own view is 
that it’s right and proper to keep Divi¬ 
sion One as it is and have 21 clubs in 
the Premier.” 

While admitting it was “disappoint¬ 
ing” to miss out on top-flight sur¬ 
vival, T&E’s chairman/co-manager 
Andy Tipp thinks it may turn out for 
the best in the long run. 

The Millers struggled badly for the 
first part of last season with a young, 
inexperienced team on the field and a 
lack of bodies off it. 

But the return of several T&E ‘old 
boys’ lifted the gloom and, buoyed 
by growing support from the club’s 
youth section, the outlook is far 
brighter.

“If we can keep our older play¬ 
ers fit and rolling back the years we 
can take on anyone on our day,” said 
Tipp. 

“Hopefully the youngsters we’ve 
got coming through will step up to 
the mark. 

“We’re starting up a reserve team 
as well and going into the Wyvern 
League. 

“We had two under-18 sides and 
one under-16 side last season which 


would have meant starting this sea¬ 
son with three under-18 teams. 

“But we can now fill the reserves 
with youngsters we don’t want to 
lose. 

“Not having a reserve team is usu¬ 
ally a decision of finance over heart, 
but all clubs really want one. 

“A lot of our young lads are used to 
paying for football in any case and 
won’t be averse to paying, so in that 
sense the reserve team will be a bit 


self-sufficient - plus it will help the 
men’s side.” 

Tipp added: “In some ways perhaps 
the club needed to take a backward 
step [into Wessex One]. 

“We are where we are and we just 
have to get on and see if we can win 
it now. We’ve done it before. 

“Some of the lads are excited about 
going into Sydenhams One because 
they know we’ll win more games in 
that division.”

Time for Everton to 


ALTHOUGH they saved themselves 
towards the end of the last cam¬ 
paign, Everton were in a precari¬ 
ous position above the relegation 
zone mid-season and manager 
Roberto Martinez was under pres¬ 
sure. 

The Europa League excuse was bandied 
about again, with the generic reasoning that 
spending Thursday nights in the depths of 
Eastern Europe accounted for the abysmal 
campaign that Everton gave their fans. 

The competition is not treated with ad¬ 
equate respect in England and this is often 
to the league’s detriment. 

However, Everton’s 6-4 humiliation to Dy¬ 
namo Kiev shows that it may not be about 
disrespecting the competition, but simply 
that they were performing so poorly they 
could not compete in even the second rate 
European competition. 

With the clumsy touch of Romelu Lukaku 
and their wobbly defending, they did not 
look like a side capable of progressing be¬ 
yond the last 16, even after a convincing win 
over Wolfsburg in the group stage. 

The lack of ambition at Everton is bizarre. 

Bill Kenwright may not invest as much as 
many others, but the club’s loyalty to David 
Moyes was a sign of the limited ambition 
that continues to hold them back. 

As sides like Southampton, Swansea and 
Stoke are looking to build upon their rela¬ 
tively recent promotions, Everton have been 
treading water for years. 

None of the three clubs mentioned above 
have significantly more money than Ever¬ 
ton, but the Blues are happier to accept me¬ 
diocrity in both league position and perfor¬ 
mance. 

Moyes’ time at the club was not only static 
in progress - aside from finishing fourth in 
2005 - but provided particularly uninspiring 
football. 

At least in Martinez’s first season there 
was a change to a more exciting style and 
greater faith in the younger players. 

Following the permanent signing of the 
inconsistent Lukaku, the club slumped to 
sloppy performances in 2014-15 and were 
eventually flattered by their finishing posi¬ 
tion of 11th. 

Although the signing of Lukaku was am¬ 
bitious, there is a squad at Everton that 
should be competing for top seven places, 
regardless of Europa League football. 

Ross Barkley’s development has stunted 
and the chance to cash in on Leighton 
Baines has been missed. 

The club is standing still while rivals are 
buying with intelligent scouting and mak¬ 
ing shrewd moves in the market. 

The two young stars have disappointed, 
with both still looking very raw, and the pre¬

viously reliable old guard have finally be¬ 
gun to show their age, as the likes of Gareth 
Barry and Tim Howard look as if they are 
starting to creak. 

Now in need of a new keeper and having 
the burden of Barry’s high wages when he 
is no more than a backup, there has been se¬ 
verely poor management of the squad from 
the Toffees. 

The way the club is standing still leaves 
them at risk of losing three of their best 


players - John Stones, Kevin Mirallas and 
James McCarthy. 

Not to mention the consistent links be¬ 
tween Seamus Coleman and a side with a 
regular shot at Europe. The loss of any of 
those three would be a significant setback to 
any ambition at Goodison, if it exists. 

John Stones is likely to be an England 
regular for years to come, while James Mc¬ 
Carthy is the midfield lynchpin that must 
form a partnership with Muhamed Besic if 


Everton are to challenge for Europe again. 

The biggest concern for Everton fans 
must be the wobbly defence of last season 
that was reminiscent of Wigan’s during 
Martinez’s time. The longer the defence is 
that open, the closer to the drop the Toffees 
will go. 

In addition, Lukaku must begin to look 
like a centre forward worth his £28m price 
tag and develop the subtlety required to be 
one of Europe’s best. 


show more ambition 
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Wessex under-21 s league may be launched to recruit new faces 


THE Sydenhams Wessex League are 
keen to launch an under-21 develop¬ 
ment league. 

Open to Wessex clubs only, the 
plan is for the new league to be up 
and running for the 2016/17 season 
- provided there is enough positive 
feedback. 

SWL chairman Ian Hoare ex¬ 
plained: “Matches would be played 
on the club’s own grounds and the 
league would be run just like our two 
senior divisions. 


“It would be a Saturday league and 
there would be an opportunity for 
clubs to play three or four over-age 
players. 

“If the interest is there, I will speak 
to the FA. We’re not interested in 
running a reserve league, this a de¬ 
velopment league for under-21 play¬ 
ers and we hope it will also help at¬ 
tract young officers into the league. 

“With all due respect to our league 
officers, these gentlemen are all get¬ 
ting on a bit now and we need some 


younger faces if we can find them.” 

The SWL is also running an e- 
learning club secretary course in 
conjunction with Southampton So- 
lent University - again to encourage 
younger people into the fold. 

“You see a lot of young people com¬ 
ing to clubs, all on their mobiles etc, 
but they never get involved,” said 
the league’s development officer Bob 
Purkiss. 

The online course involves ap¬ 
proximately five hours of study 


which, when completed, would earn 
the student a Certificate of Achieve¬ 
ment which they could present to the 
league. 

Purkiss has also reminded 
clubs that students at The Lawrie 
McMenemy Centre for Football 
Research at Southampton Solent 
University are looking to 
get involved with clubs on 
week nights and weekends and would 
require only travelling costs for their 
services. 


Director of football accepts 
promotion can cause issues 



WINCHESTER City will 
be stepping into a more 
demanding level of football 
this season. 

Yet, conversely, director of football 
Dave Malone reckons things might be 
that little bit easier for manager Paul 
Masters and his team in the South¬ 
ern One South & West. 

Promotion-hungry City had been 
preparing themselves for a third 
successive season in the Sydenhams 
Premier Division and, on paper, it 
was shaping up to be the toughest so 
far with phoenix club Salisbury and 
2013/14 champions Sholing for com¬ 
pany 

But, out of the blue, Winchester 
were offered a Southern League 
place at short notice following the 
withdrawal of Hellenic champions 
Flackwell Heath - and Malone be¬ 
lieves that could well do the players a 
favour by lowering expectancy levels. 

“We’re over the moon to be go¬ 
ing up and I think we deserve it for 
what we’ve achieved over the last two 
years,” he said. 

“The Wessex League was going to 
be tough to get out of this season and 
there was no guarantee we’d do it, so 
in a daft way this takes the pressure 
off us. 

“We’d have been under a lot of pres¬ 
sure to win the Wessex League this 
season. 

“Paul Masters is enthused to be go¬ 
ing up and it’s good news for a lot of 
the team because we do have play¬ 
ers good enough to play at a higher 
level.” 

Malone, though, suspects that not 
every player will be in a position 
to switch from Wessex to Southern 
League football at such short notice. 

“It’s not all positive,” he said. 
“Things will happen that are hard 
to deal with. It’s late in the day to 
get promoted and there are bound to 
be some players who either won’t or 
can’t do the travelling. 


“Until we speak one-to-one with eve¬ 
ry player, there’s always that doubt. 

“Mind you, it works both ways. 

“I’ve already had a call from a 
player who’s interested in joining 
us because we’re playing higher and 
I dare say we’ll be looking at one or 
two players now that we hadn’t con¬ 
sidered before. 

“Also, it gives us the opportunity to 
attract more people to the club.” 

Having been a Southern One South 


& West club as recently as three years 
ago, City feel they can cope with the 
geography of the league - unlike 
Buckinghamshire-based Flackwell 
Heath. 

Flackwell manager Graham Mal¬ 
colm said he thought there should 
be three Southern Division Ones in¬ 
stead of two - one covering the south, 
one the west and one the central/ 
midlands. 

Malone agreed: “Geographically 


the South & West is a pain in the 
backside, but we’ve got a good sup¬ 
port base and we’ll organise coaches 
with the fans. I’m convinced we’ll do 
alright.” 

Southern League football will 
present a fresh challenge to master 
marksman Warren Bentley who, 
after knocking in goals galore for 
Alresford, again topped the Syden¬ 
hams scoring charts with 56 league 
and cup strikes for City last term.

Deal included last 
minute commute 
to league’s AGM 



AFTER what league 
administrators described 
as “a week of turmoil” the 
constitution of the 2015/16 
Southern Football League 
was finally settled last 
weekend - with Winchester 
City emerging as the 
“surprise” winners. 

When Clevedon Town were relegat¬ 
ed from Division One South & West 
due to floodlight issues, it had reper¬ 
cussions right across the south. 

It was a win-win situation for Fleet 
Town and newly-promoted Syden¬ 
hams League champions Petersfield 
Town who, having initially been 
placed in the South & West, were 
shifted across to Division One Cen¬ 
tral by the FA. 

In exchange, Flackwell Heath, Mar¬ 
low and Burnham were shuffled over 
to the South & West, evening the two 
divisions up to 22. 

But while Marlow and Burnham ac¬ 
cepted the move, Buckinghamshire- 
based Flackwell, the Hellenic Pre¬ 
mier champions, reluctantly turned 
down promotion because they say 
their travel bill would have shot up 
from £2,500 in the Central to £15,000 
in the South & West. 

The vacant place was subsequently 
offered to Redhill, who had finished 
second-to-bottom of the Ryman Divi¬ 
sion One South and had the chance 
of a reprieve from relegation. But 
they too believed the South & West 
would be a logistical nightmare from 
their Surrey base. 

It was at that point that the FA con¬ 
tacted Wessex runners-up Winches¬ 
ter - with just hours to go before the 
Southern League AGM last Saturday. 

Taking up the story, City’s director 
of football Dave Malone said: “I was 
in the pub at 8pm last Friday when 
I got a call from our chairman Paul 
Murray. 

“He told me the FA had just rung

him asking if we would like to be in 
the Southern League and, if so, we 
had to be at the AGM at 11am on Sat¬ 
urday - in Torquay! 

“I had to sober up quickly and we 
left at 5.30am to get down there. It 
came as a total and utter surprise for 
us to get that call, but then nothing 


ever really surprises me in football. 

“Getting to Torquay for 11am was 
one of the conditions and the second 
- and most onerous - condition was 
to settle a financial penalty incurred 
during the previous regime for field¬ 
ing an ineligible player at Merthyr 
(when Winchester were last in the 


Southern League three seasons ago). 

“With literally minutes to spare, 
our chairman effected a substantial 
bank transfer to settle the matter. 

“We were then assured that we will 
have a place in the Southern League 
and I cannot tell you what a relief 
that was!” 


Going for

FORMER Sholing hotshot Lee 
Wort has another ex-Saint 
for competition at Gosport 
Borough. 

Having lost one St Mary’s old 
boy, Matt Paterson, to Havant 
& Waterlooville, Gosport have 
welcomed Jamie White into the 
fold. The 25-year-old, released 
by Sutton United at the end of 
last season, is one of the final 
pieces of the summer jig-saw 
for Gosport boss Alex Pike. 

White, who hails from 
Harefield, Southampton, 
has had a rollercoaster 
career since his dream of a 
professional future at St Mary’s 
was wrecked by injury and he 
was released in 2010.

Both were with him last season play¬ 
ing for Dorchester Town’s reserves 
and Jerrard has already shown the 
damage he can do at Wessex level, 
scoring five goals in as many games 
dual-signed at Bemerton Heath Har¬ 
lequins. 

“David spent seven years with AFC 
Bournemouth as a youngster and

but then he got a different coach at 
under-15s and lost his confidence,” 
Keating explained. 

“He then spent two years at the 
Sparsholt Academy [which runs in 
partnership with Saints] before com¬ 
ing down to me at Dorchester last 
summer. He was quite quiet at first, 
but he scored a ridiculous amount of 
goals and worked so hard. 

“He’s just turned 18, he’s 6ft plus 
and he’s going to be a real talent. He’ll 
start the season with me at Follands, 
but I honestly believe a full-time club 
will get hold of him for their develop¬ 
ment squad. I bet you this time next 
year he’s at a pro club.” 

Jerrard is not the only talent Keat¬ 
ing is convinced will make a big

“He was known at Dorchester as 
“mini Glees” because he’s similar to 
Jamie Gleeson [an ex-Saint who has 
just left Dorchester for Poole Town]. 

Defensively Follands should benefit 


from the experience of 26-year-old 
Phibbs, who has been on the books 
of Ringwood Town. 

“Lee’s been taking it easy a bit, 
playing below the level he can,” 
Keating explained. “We tried to sign 
him at Dorchester but he lives in 
Southampton and couldn’t do the 
travelling. 

“Frighteningly he’ll probably be 
our oldest player at 26. You’ve either 
got money or youth these days.”

Hayter, who will be managed by 
his ex-Cherries teammate Lee Brad¬ 
bury at Havant, is one of three new 
strike arrivals at Westleigh Park. The 
Hawks have already signed ex-Saint 
Matt Paterson from Gosport Borough 
and Marvin Morgan from Plymouth 
Argyle as they look to build on last 
season’s surge to the Conference 
South play-offs. 

Welcoming the veteran hitman 
to the Hawks fold, Bradbury said:

Wessex League’s dinner-dance could be rotated round the region 


THE Sydenhams Wessex League have 
promised to act on a suggestion by Hythe 
& Dibden chairman Dave Cox to move the 
annual dinner-dance around the region. 

There has been simmering anger among 
league officials over some clubs shunning 
the end-of-season bash - not least 
because it’s a slap in the face for sponsors 
Sydenhams. 

But Cox believes part of the reason 
people stay away is that the event is 
invariably held in Southampton, leaving 
many clubs facing either a long journey 
home or the expense of an overnight stay. 


Speaking at Tuesday’s SWL annual 
general meeting at Totton Sports Club, Cox 
said: “Every club comes here for the AGM 
and to Southampton for the dinner-dance 
and I would like to suggest that we move 
it around a bit to the north of Hampshire, 
Bournemouth, Portsmouth etc to make it 
easier for the other clubs and not just the 
Southampton teams.” 

SWL chairman Ian Hoare said the dinner- 
dance would be staying in Southampton 
next season as a date and venue had 
already been set, but he added: “I respect 
what Dave [Cox] has said. Next year’s 


booked but, after that, we’ll look to move 
it around.” 

In the meantime clubs have been told 
they will each receive four dinner-dance 
tickets which they will be expected to pay 
for unless they have a very good reason 
not to attend. 

Warned 

And Hoare warned that any club due 
prize money at the end of the season would 
forfeit that cash if they didn’t turn up at the 
presentation night. 


“I think it’s a disgrace for the sponsor to 
put all that money in and then not be able 
to give it to the people who’ve won it,” he 
said. 

“Sydenhams mean a lot to this league - 
an awful lot - and we should support them. 

“One night of the year to back 
Sydenhams is not a lot to ask, it’s just 
respectful. 

“If we should lose Sydenhams as 
sponsors, I can promise clubs they will get 
a real surprise when their invoice comes 
through [for all the things Sydenhams’ 
money currently pays for].”

Brooks does not 
me - Killick 



MANAGER Tom Killick says 
it was his decision to draft 
in ex-AFC Bournemouth boss 
Shaun Brooks as head coach 
of Southern Premier outfit 
Poole Town. 

The Dolphins announced this week 
that Brooks, 52, had been added to 
their backroom staff and that the 
rest of Killick’s support cast would 
remain unchanged. 

Killick acknowledged public per¬ 
ceptions over Brooks’s new role 
could be shaped by ex-Cherries chair¬ 
man Eddie Mitchell’s presence at 
Tatnam, but he quickly rebuffed any 
suggestion that his position had been 
undermined. 

Brooks was promoted from head of 
youth at Cherries to the top job along¬ 
side Paul Groves, initially on a care¬ 
taker basis, in March 2012. 

Despite landing the permanent 
roles, the pair were relieved of their 
duties within seven months and re¬ 
turned to the youth ranks. 

Mitchell, who also employed 
Brooks during his time in charge of 
Dorchester Town, acquired a two- 
year option to buy Poole in Decem¬ 
ber 2013, weeks before Brooks and 
Groves left Dean Court. 

Last season, former Winchester 
City manager Brooks took on an in¬ 
formal coaching role with the young¬ 
sters at Dolphins and was on the side¬ 
lines with Killick during their run to 
the FA Youth Cup first round proper. 

And long-serving Tatnam boss Kil¬ 
lick was adamant that connection 
had persuaded him to hand Brooks 
an official title. 

In a candid interview with The 
Pink’s sister paper The (Bourne¬ 
mouth) Daily Echo: Killick said: “I 
am happy to have Shaun on board 
and look forward to working with 
him. I think he will help us and that 
is all I am looking at. 

“It is my own appointment. Con¬ 
trary to what some people are saying,

Eddie (Mitchell) doesn’t have a direct 
role with the club at the moment. 

“The aim was to draft in some 
coaching expertise. 

“It is all well and good looking at 
what you can do better on the pitch 
but that has to extend beyond the 
playing side of things. 

“It is about the input the players 
are getting, there is no point doing 


everything the same and expecting a 
different outcome.” 

Killick continued: “At some point 
I am going to leave my position, 
whether that is in one month or 10 
years. Until that happens, I have to 
do what is best for the team and this 
appointment is purely a question of 
doing that. 

“I want the club to be as successful 


as it can be and I make my decisions 
based on that. 

“Say I had an opportunity to sign 
a really experienced player that had 
managed at another club? 

“Would I not sign them? 

“I make decisions to try and make 
the football team better. 

“That is my job and all I am inter¬ 
ested in.”

“Losing a senior player to a rival 
would have sent out the message that 
they might be a better option, a sce¬ 
nario that would have cast a cloud 
over the whole group - and it wasn’t 
just Marvin’s situation,” he said. 

“There would have been a num¬ 
ber of lads who had interest from 
elsewhere, which was why I was so 
pleased to be able to retain them all. 

“When you have a strong group of 
players, they do not want to see one 
of our mainstays go to a rival.” 

Killick is close to finalising deals 
for defenders Lewis Tallack and 
Lewis Lindsay, with goalkeeper Nick 
Hutchings expected to stay put once 
he returns from travelling.

and ex-AFC Totton bright spark Luke 
Roberts has agreed terms. 

“I am not looking to bring anyone 
else in,” Killick continued. 

“To retain pretty much all the play¬ 
ers from last season and to add two 
top quality players in Jamie Gleeson 
and Alan Connell was big for us. 


“Carl Preston is back from injury, 
so that will be like a new signing.”

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So, who 
is Ian 
Walker? 


SO, who is Ian Walker? 

The first ever Brit to skipper a 
Volvo Ocean Race winning boat 
was born in February 1970 in 
Worcester and is one of Britain’s 
most successful sailors. 

At the 1996 Summer Olympics in 
Atlanta, Walker won silver in the 470 
class along with John Merricks. 

He won bronze with Merricks in 
the 470-European-Sailing- 
Championship the same year. 

Tragedy struck in October 1997 
when both Walker and Merricks 
were passengers in a minivan in 
Italy when the driver lost control, 
and Merricks was killed. He was 
only 26. 

In 1999, Walker began sailing with 
Mark Coveil and a year later, at the 
2000 Summer Olympics in Sydney, 
the pair won the silver medal in the 
Star class. 

When Britain launched its first bid

for the America’s Cup for 14 years 
in 2000, Walker was named as the 
skipper. 

In the 2007 America’s Cup he 
joined fellow Olympic medallist lain 
Percy, from Winchester, as the tac¬ 
tician of the Italian team +39 
Challenge. 

In 2008/09 he was the skipper of 
the Green Dragon boat in the Volvo 
Ocean Race, finishing fifth out of 
eight competitors. 

In 2011/12 Walker skippered Abu 
Dhabi's first entry in the Volvo 
Ocean Race. 

This time he finished fifth in a six- 
strong fleet. 

Walker’s third Volvo Ocean cam¬ 
paign ended with him skippering 
Abu Dhabi to victory. 

During the 2014/15 race, the team 
also won the in-port race series and 
set a 24-hour distance record of 
550.82 nautical miles while 
approaching Cape Horn. 

Closer to home, Walker holds the 
record for the fastest circumnaviga¬ 
tion of the Isle of Wight. 

He took two hours and 21 min¬ 
utes back in August 201, a time 
since ratified by the World Sailing 
Speed Record Council 

Walker also holds the record for 
the fastest Monohull Race - 42 
hours and 39 minutes (Volvo Open 
70 Abu Dhabi) in August 2011. 


‘My kids just want 


IAN Walker, freshly crowned 
winning skipper of the Volvo 
Ocean Race, woke up this 
week with the familiar feeling 
to all sailors in the nine-month 
offshore marathon: How on 
earth do I follow that? 

That’s a particularly tough chal¬ 
lenge for the 45-year-old Hampshire- 
based ace, who has spent the last 
eight years of his life focusing on 
climbing and winning the ‘Everest 
of Sailing’. 

First up, this Sunday (June 28) is a 
trip back to the United Arab 
Emirates to celebrate Abu Dhabi 
Ocean Racing’s triumph to party 
with the backers who made it all 
possible. 

Then, unlike many of his rival 
competitors who are rushing 
straight into a series of other sailing 
challenges, he plans some long over¬ 
due rest and relaxation at his 
Warsash home with his family. 

“I think my next appointment is 
rescue boat duty at Junior Fortnight 
sailing with my kids,” he told a post¬ 
finish press conference after his 
fifth place finish in Leg 9 to 
Gothenburg sealed the 12th edition 
of the Volvo Ocean Race. 

“I’m going home for the summer - 
my kids want their daddy back.” 

Walker said it with a smile on his 
face, but makes a serious point. 

Top class sport’s longest and 
toughest professional event 
demands huge commitments from 
its participants, at sea and on land, 
and to win demands an almost 
obsessive focus. 

Walker, a twice-Olympic silver 
medallist, is well known within sail¬ 
ing for eschewing sleep in his drive 
for victory while onboard. 

His journey to become the 11th 
man to win the 41-year-old pinnacle 
of offshore racing, formerly the 
Whitbread Round the World Race, 
has been long and hard. 

A lesser man would have been 
excused for quitting long before this 
week’s moment of glory. 

Dream 

He was asked, almost out of the 
blue, to skipper a joint 
Chinese/Irish venture, Green 
Dragon, in the 2008-09 race. 

But the boat under-performed 
from the off and Walker and his 
crew were never a threat to Torsten 
Grael’s eventual champions, 
Ericsson 4. 

Walker looked likely to fare better 
in 2011-12 onboard Abu Dhabi Ocean 
Racing’s Volvo Open 70, Azzam. 

She too, though, proved to be an 
under-performer and a broken mast 
on the very fast night of the race set 
the scene for a campaign littered 
with disappointments, lifted only by 
the odd bright moment. 

Walker refused to give up on his 
dream. 

He arrived in Alicante pre-race in 
October 2014, relaxed and confident, 
after the perfect build-up in a one- 
design Volvo Ocean 65, which he 
could be sure was the equal of any of 
his rival’s. 

He also assembled an eight-strong 
crew of tried and tested profession¬ 
als such as navigator Simon Fisher - 
from Southampton - Ireland’s

Justin Slattery, Kiwi Daryl Wislang 
and Aussie Phil Harmer. 

“Our game plan is simple,” he told 
reporters on the eve of the opening 
skirmishes in Alicante. “If we can be 
on the podium for every leg, we will 
not be far away from winning this 
thing.” 

It was a strategy that worked to 
perfection. 


The new Azzam had accrued two 
victories - achieved in the testing 
Leg 1 from Alicante to Cape Town 
and then the epic Leg 5 through the 
Southern Ocean - by the time they 
had finished the sixth stage. 

Just as importantly, they were 
solidly on the podium in all the oth¬ 
ers, with three of them in runner-up 
spot.

But Djokovic must bounce back from shock French Open final defeat to Wawrinka 


NOVAK DJOKOVIC left 
Roland Garros with all the 
dignity and statesmanship of a 
ruling monarch - but still 
arrives at Wimbledon feeling 
his crown sits askew. 

The reigning SW19 
champion dispatched clay king 
Rafael Nadal, swatted aside the 
resurgent Andy Murray, and 
was set to complete his ascent 
to a career grand slam in Paris, 
when up popped humble page 
boy Stan Wawrinka. 

The unassuming Swiss - bar 
those court jester pyjama 
shorts, of course - pulled off 
the masterstroke few thought 
possible, edging out Djokovic 
at the height of his powers. 

Djokovic has long since 
boasted the strength of 
character to master his 
emotions and project grace in 
defeat, but the Serb scaled new 
levels of composure in 
congratulating Wawrinka. 

“In life some things are more 
important than victories on the 
tennis court, like character and 
respect, and you deserve your 
win because of the respect 
everyone has for you,” said a 
doubtless-dejected Djokovic. 

It was his late first coach 
and “second mother”, 

Jelena Gencic, who 
taught Djokovic 
that life does not 
begin and end at 
the tramlines, but 
after again being 
denied his desire to 
honour her by 
completing a career grand 
slam, the likeable Serb 
drew on those lessons from 
yesteryear. 

The grand slam show rolls 
into west London in rude 
health and boasting plenty of

intrigue then, and Djokovic 
must quickly cast off any 
Parisian shadow to mount a 
staunch defence of his title. 

Djokovic may have dumped 
out nine-time French Open 
champion Nadal in his own 
personal fiefdom in Paris, but 
the Mallorcan has since moved 
on to claim his first title on 
grass since 2010. 

Nadal (below) triumphed at 
the Mercedes Cup in Stuttgart, 
the German tournament 
switching from clay to grass to 
capitalise on the extra week in 
the calendar between the 
French Open and Wimbledon. 

The 29-year-old seems 
destined to be blighted by 
injury concerns and doubts for 
the rest of his career, and his 
fourth-round exit at the hands 
of raw Aussie teenager Nick 
Kyrgios last year was another 
indicator of Nadal’s potential 
for fragility. 

The muscle-man from 
Manacor has yet to reach a 
Wimbledon quarter-final since 
finishing as runner-up in 2011, 
but declared himself ready to 
embrace his “second- 
favourite surface” 
during Queen’s. 
Nadal insisted 
“I don’t 
know 
and I 
don’t care 


much now”, when quizzed on 
his chances of adding to his 
haul of 14 major titles this 
summer. Instead, he just 
revelled in being fit after years 
of knee trouble. 

“The first three and a half 
months of the season were 
terrible for me, very bad,” said 
Nadal. “But I feel I am playing 
better now, my knees are fine, 
and if my knees are fine I have 
chances to compete well. 

“My main goal is to finish 
the season healthy. 

“I was not surprised that I 
lost at Roland Garros because I 
didn’t do the right things before 
the tournament.” 

And then there is Roger 
Federer. There is always Roger 
Federer. Just ask Djokovic, 
who had to squeeze out every 
last drop of perspiration and 
inspiration to beat the Swiss 
master in last year’s final. 

Whatever protestations 
Federer may make to the 
contrary, the evergreen 
showman is still intent on 
moving past the record of seven 
Wimbledon titles he shares 
with Pete Sampras. 

Last year every round was 
met with a caveat, that the 
17-time grand slam champion 
could not possibly summon one 
more Wimbledon crown. 

Even in the final itself there 
were moments when he almost 
pulled off that coup. 

As Nadal pointed out in 
reference to Wawrinka’s French 
Open triumph, which 
many regarded 

unthinkable given 
Djokovic’s 
dominance, 
“That’s 
tennis, 
no?”

which yielded two titles after his marriage to 
long-term girlfriend Kim Sears. He also 
reached the Australian Open final in 
February and the Roland Garros semi-final. 

Wimbledon sees Murray on home turf, his 
home only a short distance from the courts. 
It gives him the opportunity to play with his 
dogs, mix with his friends and family, sleep 
in his own bed, something which he says has 
happened no more than seven or eight times 
this year before the grass-court season. 

Murray is a man of simple tastes. He is 
not one for over-confidence. His predictions 


contented himself with sound bites such as 
“My game is back close to where it needs to 
be” and “Physically I’m back there again” 
and “I don’t think I’m too far away”. 

The underlying tone, however, is that he is 
ready to carve another notch on history, 
even with the men’s game currently as open 
as it has been for years. 

No longer does Rafael Nadal, suffering the 
effects of injury, dominate as once he did. 
Roger Federer at almost 34, meanwhile, is 
slipping slowly, if gracefully, over the hill 
while dangerous floaters, both established 


Frenchman Jo-Wilfried Tsonga, a semi¬ 
finalist at Roland Garros, is a threat to the 
big guns, as is French Open champion Stan 
Wawrinka, the Swiss player so long in the 
shadow of Federer but whose tenacity and 
firepower is finally bearing deserved fruit at 
the age of 30. 

Throw into the mix young guns such as 
Milos Raonic, Dominic Thiem and Nick 
Kyrgios, and the future of tennis is bright. 

Not that anyone should look further than 
a seasoned veteran in the shape of Serena 
Williams to lift the women’s crown. 

True, Maria Sharapova is always an 
elegant if raucously grunting force in SW19, 
and Serbia’s French Open semi-finalist Ana 
Ivanovic is in fine form, while a myriad of 
east European players, headed by reigning 
champion Petra Kvitova of the Czech 
Republic, could go deep into the 
tournament. But Williams is on a mission. 

After winning her 20th singles title at the 
French Open, she is on a crusade to catch 
Germany’s Steffi Graf, who lifted 22 grand 
slam singles titles and perhaps even 
Australian Margaret Court, the all-time 
leading woman player with 24. 

Not that long ago, it looked as if fashion 
interests and lifestyle distractions might 
have deflected Serena’s march on 
immortality, but the way she battled against 
illness to beat Lucie Safarova in the final at 
Roland Garros spoke of a champion who, at 
33, has regained her mojo. 

At Wimbledon she also has the chance to 
hold all four grand slam titles 
simultaneously, having already claimed 
consecutive US Open, Australian Open and 
French Open crowns. 

No woman serves as hard as Serena. No 
woman has such consistent power in her 
groundstrokes. No woman possesses more 
tenacity. No woman at this Wimbledon has 
more incentive to prove yet again she is the 
most successful half of the greatest sister act 
ever in sport. 

There are so many reasons the smart 
money is on Serena to claim her sixth 
Wimbledon singles title. History is there for 
the taking. The hope for British fans is that 
if Djokovic can be overcome once more on 


Grass gives Andy 
best chance to 
topple Djokovic

ANDY MURRAY has been known 
occasionally to wander past the Virginia 
creeper and into Wimbledon’s Centre Court 
to embrace the ambience when only the odd 
pigeon is disturbing the grandeur. 

Who could blame him for that after 
becoming, in 2013, the first British man to 
win the Wimbledon singles title in 77 years? 

Murray understandably delights in the 
memories, but this year as he recalls the 
warm glow of those triumphant moments 
against Novak Djokovic, he could also take 
inspiration from history and potentially 
make some more. 

The fact is that July 7, 2013, was the last 
time Murray beat Djokovic. They have 
played each other eight times since Murray 
charmed a nation by recording that clinical 
6-4 7-5 6-4 victory over the current world 
No.l and each time Djokovic has prevailed, 
including their five-set semi-final thriller at 
the recent French Open. Those are not 
statistics which will necessarily engender 
optimism in the crowds flocking to SW19 in 
search of another British victory. 

Crucially, however, none of those defeats 
have been on grass, a surface on which 
Murray is unbeaten against the Serb, having 
also defeated him at Wimbledon in the 2012 
Olympics semi-final. 

In fact, Djokovic has never taken a set off 
Murray on grass, a statistic which will 
hearten Murray’s resolve if this year’s 
tournament hinges on what is becoming one 
of the fiercest rivalries in sport. 

There is also evidence Murray is arriving 
in the right place at the right time a year 
after losing 1-6 6-7 2-6 to Gregor Dimitrov 
in the Wimbledon quarter-finals following 
months of recuperation from back surgery. 

He has kicked on from there, proved by

British hope Heather Watson

BRITISH No. 1 Heather Watson can 
crack the world’s top 20 if she 
continues her current rate of 
improvement, according to her 
doubles partner and Wimbledon 
semi-finalist Simona Halep. 

Watson, currently 47th in the WTA 
rankings, arrives at the All England 
Club after a mixed first half of the year 
which has included some impressive 
wins, with a victory over then world 
No.8 Agnieszka Radwanska the pick 
of the bunch, but also a number of 
disappointing defeats. 

Her preparations for Wimbledon 
appear to have been hampered by a 
troublesome right elbow, but the 
23-year-old insisted the injury played 
little part in her first-round loss to 
87-ranked Aleksandra Krunic in 
Birmingham. 

The setback, however, left Watson 
relying on her doubles for further 
practice on grass, where she teamed up 
with Halep, who reached the 
Wimbledon last four 12 months ago 
and was full of praise for her partner. 

“I played against Heather once in 
the US Open, two years ago I think, 
and it was a tough match - about three 
hours,” Halep said. 

“She fights until the end and is 
hitting the ball well, but not too 
strongly because she is my height. She 


is moving pretty well and is improving 
a lot when you play her - she is a 
good player and she can be in the top 
20 easily if she keeps going the way 
she is.” 

Halep’s approval seems particularly 
relevant to Watson, given the parallels 
between the pair. The Romanian is a 
year older than Watson but is of 
similarly slight physique, and two 
years ago she headed into Wimbledon 
ranked 32nd in the world, without 
having gone further than the third 
round of a grand slam event. 

More aggression, combined with her 
already consistent all-round game, has 
seen Halep climb to third in the 
rankings and reach three quarter-finals, 
a semi-final and a final in the last six 
major tournaments. “She’s the sort of 
player Heather needs to be modelling 


herself on,” said former British No.l 
Annabel Croft. 

“She can look at somebody like 
Halep, who is a similar build to her 
and a similar ball-striker, and see how 
much she has risen up the rankings 
and how much she has achieved. 

“Halep has got herself unbelievably 
fit, more aggressive and more 
confident - I’d say that’s definitely the 
way Heather needs to go to make the 
next step up.” 

Watson is likely to be Britain’s 
principal flag-bearer in the women’s 
singles given Laura Robson’s 
17-month lay-off with a wrist injury. 

It was only two years ago that 
Robson made the fourth round in 
SW19 as a teenager, but even she must 
be unsure what she will produce after 
such a lengthy spell on the sidelines. 


“You could look at it two ways,” Croft 
said. “It’s either a nightmare to come 
back at Wimbledon because there’s so 
much pressure playing in England or, 
with her left-handed serve and playing 
on grass, she has a real chance of 
causing some damage here. 

“She’s an unbelievable talent and 
such a natural ball-striker. 

“If she comes back on the grass, 
she’s tough to play for anybody - 
players certainly won’t want to face 
her - but she mustn’t get too down on 
herself if the results don’t come 
immediately. It’s going to take time 
and patience.” 

Johanna Konta and Naomi Broady, 
currently Britain’s No.2 and No.3 
respectively, have both been given 
wildcards already and will also take 
their place in the main draw. 


Serena 
is just 
grand 



SERENA WILLIAMS has 
more sidelines than a super¬ 
sized tennis club - and she can 
now add crisis management to 
her skill-set. 

When the American made a 
traumatic exit from Wimbledon 
12 months ago, with a stunning 
singles defeat to Alize Comet 
followed by a startling doubles 
meltdown, her career looked to 
be at a crossroads. 

The third-round loss to 
Comet meant Williams had not 
gone beyond the last 16 in the 
Australian Open, French Open 
and Wimbledon since the start 
of the year, only the third time 
this century she had known 
such a mediocre mn. 

When, looking dazed, she 
served four successive double 
faults in a doubles match days 
later, Serena and sister Venus 
quit and bid a hasty retreat.

bounce the ball and keep it 
under control, seemingly 
stmggling to see straight, never 
mind serve with any accuracy. 

Where was her career 
heading? Was this a most 
mortifying end for the Williams 
dynasty at Wimbledon? 

The questions were asked, 
and the response was emphatic. 

Serena has won all three 
grand slams since, capturing 
four other titles to boot, 
including the WTA Finals, and 
returns to Wimbledon with a 
first calendar grand slam since 
Steffi Graf won all four in 1988 
now in her sights. 

What else is in her now 
crystal-clear sights? Only 
Margaret Court’s all-time 
record of 24 slams. Serena is 


four short, third on the all-time 
list behind Court and Graf, who 
won 22. 

The grand slam would 
provide yet another magical 
moment for the Williams 
family chronicles, and would 
mean Serena winning firstly 
Wimbledon and then defending 
her US Open title. 

“I think it will be awesome, 
but at the end of the day it’s 
pretty awesome to have 20. 
Obviously I would love to win 
a grand slam,” Williams said 
after landing Roland Garros 
glory at the start of June. 

“I haven’t done great at 
Wimbledon the past two years, 
so I’m going to take it a day at 
a time there. My goal is just to 
do better than the last couple of 


years, do one more and one 
more and one more. 

“That’s the one I have been 
struggling at, so hopefully I 
will be able to play a little 
better there.” 

As resurgent Serena has 
thrived, so Eugenie Bouchard 
has nose-dived. The smash of 
2014 has been the mis-hit of 
2015, with the 21-year-old 
Canadian tumbling out of the 
world’s top 10 after looking 
destined for the very top. 

Her charge to the Wimbledon 
final last year revealed 
extraordinary self-belief. She 
could joke about her mother’s 
fascination with the Royal 
Family - she and twin sister 
Beatrice are named after the 
children of Prince Andrew and 


Sarah, Duchess of York - but 
Bouchard meant business, and 
losing the final to Petra Kvitova 
was a heavy blow. 

She was expected to push on 
this year and challenge Serena 
and Maria Sharapova for the 
grand slam titles, and top 
ranking, but Bouchard has gone 
backwards, and a run of nine 
defeats in 10 matches before 
arriving in England told its own 
sorry story. 

Bouchard split from coach 
Nick Saviano in the winter, 
with Frenchman Sam Sumyk 
appointed his successor. In May 
she was named the world’s 
most marketable athlete. 

Selling an athlete who loses 
in the first round each week 
cannot be easy, but Bouchard

should eventually be able to 
write off this slump as a blip. 

She has spoken of the need 
to be “more instinctive” on the 
“pretty and nice” grass, and 
said: “When I go to Wimbledon 
I’ll have memories from last 
year popping into my head, 
which will hopefully give 
me confidence that I’ll play 
really well.” 

Kvitova, with her two 
Wimbledon wins, must be 
considered a serious title threat, 
along with Sharapova. 

Lucie Safarova, a Czech 
compatriot of Kvitova, is 
another who could make a big 
impact. An unexpected 
semi-finalist last year, Safarova 
reached the French Open final 
earlier this month. 

But it was Serena who 
triumphed, even while suffering 
from flu. She cannot stay on 
tour forever, and right now she 
is making every grand slam 
count. Wimbledon, again, is at 
Serena’s mercy. 
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Boris’ hunt for 
new characters

TRIPLE Wimbledon champion 
Boris Becker believes tennis is 
on the brink of sliding into a 
personality vacuum once Roger 
Federer and Rafael Nadal 
decide to hang up their rackets. 

Thirty years ago this year, 
Becker won British hearts by 
taking his first Wimbledon title 
at the age of 17 years 227 days 
to become the youngest male 
grand slam champion in the 
history of the sport. 

The German, who beat Kevin 
Curren in the final, captured the 
imagination with his youthful 
charisma and characterful style 
of play, for which he became 
known as ‘Boom Boom Boris’ 
in tribute to his powerful serve 
and clinical volleys. 

Becker is now using his 
experience to coach world No. 1 
Novak Djokovic, who is hoping 
to bounce back from defeat in 
the French Open final with his 
own third Wimbledon triumph. 

Djokovic has contributed to a 
golden era at the top of the 
men’s game, fighting it out with 
Federer and Nadal, as well as 
Andy Murray in recent years, 
but consistent challenge outside 
the top four has been scarce. 

Stan Wawrinka, Djokovic’s 
conqueror in Roland Garros, 
has never been past the 
quarter-finals at Wimbledon, 
while the likes of Tomas 
Berdych, Kei Nishikori, Grigor 


Dimitrov and Marin Cilic have 
so far failed to fulfil potential. 

Becker believes the game’s 
popularity could suffer in the 
next few years unless more 
forceful characters, on and off 
the court, begin to emerge. 

He said: “I think the men’s 
side is in a very healthy state 
- we have an increase in 
popularity from over 10 years 
ago and the numbers are 
staggering. But the question has 
to be asked: what if Roger 
decides to quit or Rafa is not 
coming back? 

“It’s impossible to carry on 
with only Novak and Andy. 

“You have a young group of 
Australians - Nick Kyrgios, 
Thanasi Kokkinakis - who 
have good personalities and are 
interesting to watch, but there’s 
a gap in between of players you 
don’t know anything about. 

“In two or three 
years’ time, we 
have to be 
careful.” 

In his new 
book, Boris 
Becker’s 
Wimbledon: My 
life and career 
at the All 
England Club , 

Becker said 
players these days 
are “too politically 
correct” and accused 
them of being 
“fake” in 



disguising their rivalries and 
will to win. 

Only earlier this month, 
Murray felt the need to tweet 
an apology at the French Open 
after a coach criticised the 
British No.l’s language in his 
third-round victory over 
Kyrgios, who himself had to 
fend off accusations of 
arrogance from one journalist 
in the build-up to the contest. 

“Nowadays everything is so 
supervised and so observed and 
everybody is very judgmental,” 
added Becker. “We live in a 
day and age where players have 
to be guarded a lot, in who they 
are as people. 

“There’s microphones on the 
court and social media, so there 
are a lot of occasions when 
players have to guard their 
emotions and that’s 
unfortunate, because you want 
to see the real person. 

“When I was playing, you 
. could be a little bit more 
emotional on the court 
’ and in your private life. 

| It’s not just tennis. In 
most sports the top 
\ players have to be very 
protective of their 
private life. 

“I admire very 
much the current 
crop of 
players, 
and I 



think the big four are 
exceptional players with 
exceptional personalities, but 
there are so many more in 
te nni s who cannot really show 
their true sides because they are 
so protective and so careful.” 

Wimbledon has not seen a 
male champion from outside 
the ‘big four’ in 13 years, since 
Leyton Hewitt won in 2002. 

Djokovic is the defending 
champion, lifting the title last 
year just months after his 
partnership with Becker had 
begun, but the Serb will come 
under threat again from his 
most familiar foes. 

“I think there’s a very strong 
rivalry between Djokovic and 
Federer and between Djokovic 
and Murray and between 
Djokovic and Nadal,” said 
Becker. “These are the matches 
that everyone is looking 
forward to. Those are the 
rivalries that make the sport, 
that everyone is fascinated by. 

“For a long time it was 
Roger and Rafa, even though 
Rafa won most of the matches, 
but last year we had a couple of 
really good matches between 
Andy and Novak, and I think 
those are the matches which 
make the sport special. 

“Never in my wildest dreams 
did I think that in my first year 
with Novak, after just a couple 
of months we would be able to 
win the Wimbledon title. That 
was the icing on the cake.”

Full-day ground passes for the first week come in at 
£25, but there is still hope for those wanting to 
experience Wimbledon on a shoestring. 

Grounds admission after 5pm in the opening week 
costs £18, while in the latter stages drops to £14. 
Grounds passes allow access to unreserved seating 
and standing on courts three to 19, and punters can 
queue on the day, but expect a five to six-hour wait. 

Wimbledon Park hosts those hardy enough to camp 
out overnight in a bid to be the first through the gates 
when doors open at 10.30am. 

A late arrival to cut the cost of a grounds pass can 
still leave enough change from that £25 budget for 
one of the best pizzas in town. Franco Manca on 
Wimbledon Park Road, just down from Southfields 
underground station, offers authentic sourdough pizza 
cooked in a wood-burning oven at reasonable prices. 

£250 

The public ballot still aims to distribute tickets to 
Centre Court and Courts One, Two and Three in the 
fairest possible manner. The ballot is long since closed 
for this year, however, leaving a limited number of 
show court tickets available at the turnstiles each day. 

As these cannot be booked in advance, the majority 
go to those camping out in Wimbledon Park. 

Centre Court tickets for the final four days are not 
sold at the turnstiles, but tickets can still be snapped 
up through the queue for the men’s quarter-finals. 

A limited number of Centre Court tickets for 
Wednesday, July 8, slated to stage the men’s quarters 
and the women’s doubles semi-finals, can be bought 
at the turnstiles for £119 apiece. 

If the combination of a night’s camping, queuing at 
sunrise and a day’s breathless tennis action is not 
enough to sate your appetite, head to The White 
Onion on the High Street in Wimbledon Village for 
high-quality but fuss-free contemporary French 
cuisine. Formerly The Lawn Bistro, the perfectly- 
placed restaurant has had a summer makeover just in 
time for the Championships. 

£2,500 

The options to embrace Wimbledon in style are vast, 
with hospitality packages aplenty for the well-off. 

Keith Prowse’s Players’ Table hospitality package 
starts at £760, while a Centre Court debenture for the 
men’s singles final, along with hospitality, is £4,715. 

The hospitality package includes complimentary bar, 
a four-course meal designed by top chef Albert Roux 
and a traditional afternoon tea, for starters. Throw in a 
garden area to relax, a luxury chauffeur car service for 
journeys within the M25, and a tennis celebrity to meet 
and greet guests, and that’s where the money goes. 

If there’s any inclination, funds and appetite after all 
that, the ever-popular Thai Tho on Wimbledon Village 
High Street will round things off nicely. 

£25,000 

For the true high-rollers, Sportsworld can offer a 
four-day stay at Westminster’s five-star Corinthia 
Hotel and tickets for the men’s singles semi-finals and 
the men’s singles final. 

Two days of VIP hospitality await, with underground 
travel from central London to Southfields and shuttle 
buses to and from the All England Club thrown in. For 
the princely sum of £9,995 per person, this is the way 
to take in the latter stages in lavish style. 

For the chance to keep mingling with the stars, head 
to San Lorenzo Fuoriporta in Wimbledon Village, 
where almost every top name in tennis has eaten over 
the years. Main courses range from around £20 to £40, 
but this is one eatery where the history and backdrop 
have far greater pull than any desire to do serious 
damage to a credit card.

winner here, but can be 
dismissed having failed to get 
past the fourth round in any of 
the past three years, while 
Roger Federer surely cannot 
overcome Djokovic or Murray.

And what better place 
to do it than in Dongfeng’s home port of Sanya? 
But to achieve their landmark win, Charles 
Caudrelier and his team were made to battle for 
23 and a half days. 

Leg 4: Sanya (China) to Auckland (New 
Zealand) 

Winner: MAPFRE (Xabi Fernandez) 

Leg 5: Auckland (New Zealand) to Itajai 
(Brazil) 

Winner: Abu Dhabi (Ian Walker) 

Highlights: Cyclone Pam forced the race organ¬ 
isers to delay the leg start. The boats left 
Auckland three days late on Wednesday, March 
18. Three teams endured Chinese gybes and 
most suffered some sort of equipment failure in 
the Southern Ocean. The conditions finally 
improved and Team Alvimedica led the fleet 
around Cape Horn. Dongfeng Race Team’s 
hopes were rocked when their mast broke close 
to the Horn. They abandoned the leg, after a 
brief stop in Ushuaia, Argentina, and made their 
way to Itajai under jury rig and motor. The first 
four boats were within five nautical miles (nm) of 
each other at the finish, but the Emirati team 
had made some small gains during the night 
and defeated MAPFRE for first place. 

Leg 6: Itajai (Brazil) to Newport (USA) 

Winner: Dongfeng (Charles Caudrelier) 

Highlights: After the extreme Leg 5, the next 
stage eased up with supreme sailing conditions 
- and lots of seaweed. Dongfeng had suffered 
bad luck when they dismasted in Leg 5, and it 
appeared that the curse had still not lifted, as 
their electronic water-maker stopped working 
within a couple of days of starting the stage. 
Fortunately, they managed to repair it. 

Leg 7: Newport (USA) to Lisbon (Portugal) 

Winner: Team Brunei (Bouwe Bekking) 

Highlights: The leg had poignant memories for 
Bekking, whose boat movistar sank on the 
same stage in the 2005-06 race. However, he 
proved how successfully he has put that inci¬ 
dent behind him with a 21 -minute win. 

Leg 8: Lisbon (Portugal) to Lorient (France) 

Winner: Team SCA (Sam Davies) 

Highlights: The return of Team Vestas Wind, fol¬ 
lowing their grounding on a reef in Leg 2 and the 
breakthrough leg victory of Team SCA, were 
two of the most memorable moments in the 
race, never mind on a leg which was finished in 
under four days in the teeth of a gale. 

Team Vestas Wind made a fairytale comeback 
in second. 

Leg 9: Lorient (France) - The Hague (The 
Netherlands) - Gothenburg (Sweden) 

Winner: Team Alvimedica (Charlie Enright) 
Highlights: The last leg featured three ports - 
Lorient, a pit-stop in The Hague, and the finale 
in Gothenburg. 

Team Alvimedica received their reward for their 
leg-on-leg improvement, grabbing an early 
advantage in the English Channel and building it 
gradually to lead the fleet into The Hague. 

Behind Charlie Enright’s young crew, fifth- 
placed Abu Dhabi celebrated overall victory.

Bates’ Bowl return

IF there was a silver lining 
to Hampshire’s defeat at 
home to Somerset, it was the 
sight of Michael Bates keep¬ 
ing wicket in the LV County 
Championship once again. 

Since signing a month-long deal 
with Somerset, Bates has helped his 
new county chase down 401 and won 
on his return to The Ageas Bowl. 

“I couldn’t have written it any bet¬ 
ter!” admitted the county’s former 
wicketkeeper. “I was very excited to 
be returning to the Rose Bowl but 
it was quite strange to be playing 
against all my mates.” 

The applause that greeted Bates as 
he walked out to bat on Sunday was 
the loudest of the match. 

“The reception was very good and 
very warming - that was brilliant,” 
he said. “So many people came up to 
me during the game to pass on their 
well wishes. 

“I was really happy with how it 
went. I bumped into a lot of people 
when I was doing the rounds. It was 
a very good experience made extra 
special by coming away with a win.” 

Bates admits he wondered whether 
he would play in the Championship 
again after being controversially re¬ 
leased by Hampshire at the end of 
last season. 

“It’s certainly been a difficult win¬ 
ter; there were times when I was 
questioning whether cricket was 
the future for me,” he said. “I was 
well aware it might not work out. I 
believed in my ability but was begin¬ 
ning to have doubts whether there 


was an opportunity out there. 

“But the last six months have given 
me a different perspective on every¬ 
thing. It’s been a good opportunity to 
learn about myself and what I might 
be interested in as a career when I 
finish playing, 

“I did a bit of bar work as a means 
to an end while all the time keeping 


on top of my cricket to be ready if a 
position came up. 

“I rode out the tough times and it’s 
looking like it was worth it.” 

Bates began the season playing for 
Home Counties League Oxford and 
Wiltshire. 

He also played two games for Es¬ 
sex 2nds before getting his chance 


at Somerset, where he played three 
Second Eleven Championship 
matches and seven Second Eleven 
Trophy games before replacing the 
out-of-form Alex Barrow earlier this 
month. 

“My agent liaised with Somerset’s 
second team coach when his regular 
wicketkeeper was injured and I was 
well aware there be a long-term op¬ 
portunity,” explained Bates. 

“Cricket’s a funny game and things 
can turn around quickly, especially 
as a wicketkeeper. It only takes a 
broken finger and Craig Kieswetter 
unfortunately had worse than that.” 

Former England star Kieswetter 
confirmed his retirement earlier 
this month. With Taunton-born Jos 
Buttler now a Lancashire and Eng¬ 
land player, Bates must have a good 
chance of having his contract ex¬ 
tended at Taunton. 

“We haven’t sat down and had 
that chat; it was agreed to sign for a 
month and play three Championship 
games and the final one is against 
Sussex at Taunton next Sunday,” he 
said. 

Should he help Somerset to an¬ 
other win, Bates will be in a very 
strong position. He hit three attrac¬ 
tive fours before being bowled for 
14 by Jackson Bird, but was 14 not 
out when Somerset completed the 
second-biggest chase in their history 

His five catches at The Ageas Bowl 
included the last three Hampshire 
dismissals before Somerset complet¬ 
ed the rout. “It seems like an easy 
game right now!” he said. “The boys 
are buzzing. We got the most out of 
the wicket and reaped the rewards.” 


Wickets 
for Fidel 

FIDEL Edwards took two 
wickets as the St Lucia 
Zouks won their first 
completed game at the 
Caribbean Premier League. 

The former West Indies star, 
who will return to Hampshire 
for the last two months of the 
season, took 2-29 from four 
overs as his side beat St Kitts 
and Nevis Patriots by seven 
wickets with 26 balls to spare. 

Edwards dismissed two top- 
three St Kitts batsmen in his 
first two overs, either side of 
the dismissal of New 
Zealand’s Martin Guptill by 
current Windies international 
Shannon Gabriel. 

Gabriel then accounted for 
former Hampshire star 
Shahid Afridi for one. 

Ex-Hampshire bowler Sohail 
Tanvir hit an unbeaten 26 (21 
balls) in an unbroken 50 
partnership with Marlon 
Samuels as St Kitts posted 
149-6. But despite losing 
Kevin Pietersen for just 18, St 
Lucia Zouks won comfortably. 

Edwards tweeted: “Man on 

a mission.biggest party in 

sports @CPL and @SLUZouks 
we here to crash this party., 
we here to play.” 

Coached by Hampshire 
legend Andy Roberts, the St 
Lucia Zouks were due to play 
Guyana Amazon Warriors last 
night.

Adams: Berg’s 
bowling’s a bonus

JIMMY Adams admits he 
has been surprised by the 
quality of Gareth Berg’s 
bowling - and delighted 
with his recent batting 
form. 

All-rounder Berg returns to 
Lord’s tomorrow for his first game 
at the ground he used to call home 
since Middlesex released him. 

He is in the form of his life as 
he prepares to prove a point to his 
former employers, having taken 25 
wickets at 26 and made 396 runs at 
36 for Hampshire in the LV County 
Championship so far this season. 

Berg has made 99 and 86 at a flu¬ 
ent rate in Hampshire’s last two 
Championship matches and took 
4-67, his best figures for four years, 
against Somerset. 

Hampshire captain Adams said: 
“Bergy’s been incredibly consistent 
with the ball, he’s been the stand¬ 
out bowler. I thought he would fit 
strongly into the unit but he’s now 
leading the attack rather than shar¬ 
ing that responsibility. He’s been 
excellent. 

“At the start of the year he was 
shy of the runs we thought he was 
capable of but he’s proved us right 
in the last few weeks. He’s batted 


beautifully” 

Adams is determined for another 
positive reaction to a humbling de¬ 
feat following the nine-wicket loss 
against Somerset. 

“I was more disappointed with 
our performance at home to 
Worcestershire and we managed to 
turn things around after that - we 


need to do the same again,” he con¬ 
tinued. 

“The lads are aware of what we 
need to do better and we need to 
start by putting in four good days 
at Lord’s. 

“At least we’ve had an extra day to 
get in the right frame of mind for 
the next game, but it will take old- 


fashioned hard work. 

“There’s still a long way to go 
but we need to show more consist¬ 
ency and that’s consistency within 
games. 

“We can’t afford sessions where 
we slip so far behind it’s hard to get 
it back.” 

Berg and Adam Wheater have 
been Hampshire’s best batsmen in 
the last two matches. 

“You always want more runs 
from the top order, individually 
and collectively and I would dearly 
like a big score,” continued Adams. 

“We’re probably too reliant on 
the lower and middle order to bail 
us out. Bergy’s been excellent and 
Wheats has a natural high-scoring 
ability 

“It just needs a few of us at the 
top of the order to stick a good 
partnership together.” 

Hampshire will be playing their 
first first-class match at Lord’s 
since Shane Warne was frustrated 
into using an 11-man attack, with 
fielders stood outside the bounda¬ 
ry, in 2006. They have been back for 
the one-day final wins of 2009 and 
2012 and the T20 success of 11 days 
ago. But Hampshire have not won 
a Championship match at Lord’s 
since 1999. 


Hants’ tribute 
to their 16 
Wisden stars 

HAMPSHIRE legend Trevor Jesty has 
unveiled a new board at The Ageas 
Bowl celebrating the county’s Wisden 
Cricketers of the year. 

The former Hampshire and England 
all-rounder, who was one of the five 
Wisden Cricketers of 1983, unveiled 
the board on the first floor of the Arlott 
Atrium during the tea interval on 
Monday, the second day of the LV 
County Championship match against 
Somerset. 

Hampshire is the sixth of the 18 
counties to display a board naming 
the recipients of the award, at the 
request of Wisden. 

Gosport-born Jesty is one of 16 
Hampshire cricketers to have received 
the award. He was a recipient, along 
with county teammate Malcolm 
Marshall, in 1983. 

That was the year he made all ten of 
his England appearances, earning a 
place in the 1983 World Cup squad 
following his best season for 
Hampshire in the County 
Championship; 1,645 runs at 58 and 
35 wickets at 21 apiece. 

After unveiling the board, he said: 
“It’s an honour not only to be here but 
to be on the board alongside so many 
illustrious names.” 

Dave Allen, Hampshire’s honorary 
archivist, said: “It was particularly

fitting that Jesty should unveil the 
board. Not only is he one of those 
named but he is one of just two men 
on it born within the county, the other 
being Peter Sainsbury.”

History rewritten near 
to birthplace of cricket 


JOHN Nyren may have turned in his 
grave. 

The sight of anyone scoring a 
century off 49 balls, within a mile of 
Broadhalfpenny Down - where 
cricket had its origins, with two 
wooden stumps and a single bail, 
back in the mid-18th century - could 
never have been contemplated. 

Enter 27-year-old Zimbabwean 
Bothwell Chapungu, from KweKwe, a 
country town six hours out of 
Harare, across dusty, pot hole-filled 
roads, writes Mike Vimpany. 

The left-hander, who plays Logan 
Cup cricket for the Mid-West Rhinos 
in his native Zimbabwe, wrote a new 
chapter of Hambledon history less 
than a mile away from the ‘Cradle of 
Cricket’ itself and little more than 
two weeks after arriving in the 
country for the first time. 

Playing only his second 
competitive match for Hursley (he 
bagged a second ball duck in the 
first against Sparsholt), Chapungu 
smashed an unbeaten 111 off just 49 
balls, with exactly 100 coming in 
boundaries. 

“It’s probably one of the fastest 
ever scored at the birthplace of 
cricket,” said Hursley’s Director of 
Cricket Ian Watson. 


Chapungu went on his boundary 
blitz after Hambledon had collapsed 
from 113-2 (Shane Nkomo 40) to 151 
all out, with Derek Manning (4-22) 
and ON Green (4-32) doing the 
damage. 

“I told Bothwell to go have a look 
at the bowling and become 
accustomed to the pitch. I said that 
if he was still there in the 40th over, 
we’d win the game,” he said. 

Farce 

The 27-year-old left-hander, didn’t 
mess about, effectively finishing the 
game single handed by the first ball 
of the 18th over. 

He slapped boundaries all around 
the ground - his two sixes and 22 
fours equating to exactly 100 runs 
crossing the rope. 

All Hambledon captain Rob Atkins 
could do was wave the proverbial 
white flag. 

“He was just far too good for our 
standard of cricket and turned the 
game into a bit of a farce,” Atkins 
groaned. 

“Not only did he score 111, he 
saved 20-odd in the field. He was 
brilliant.” 


CAPTAIN LEADS TRIBUTE 



FORMER Hampshire captain 
Mark Nicholas has led the 
tributes to former United 
Services, Portsmouth head 
groundsman Doug Welsh, 
who died recently, aged 92. 

“I have so many happy memories of 
the ground at Portsmouth and first 
among them is the superb pitches 
prepared by Dougie,” he said.. 

“They always had pace, which 
makes for exciting cricket. The driest 
ones turned as well so everyone was 
in the game. 

“Above all else, I remember thrill¬ 
ing championship wins while con¬ 
veniently try to forget the odd disas¬ 
trous loss. 

“Malcolm Marshall loved to bowl 
there and most of our guys liked to 
bat there too. 

“The crowds were good, the cheese 
rolls superb and Sunday League 
games felt like a party 

“It was so sad when the county 
stopped playing in Portsmouth. 

“Bravo Dougie. Without your ge¬ 
nius - and that epic roller - our days 
there would not be so clear in the 
mind and so fond in the memory. 

Doug devoted 47 years of his life 
to the Burnaby Road sports ground, 
which hosted top quality cricket, 
hockey and rugby during the Nation¬ 
al Service era, when Untied Services 
attracted some of the biggest names 
in sport to the city. 

The rugby team boasted an all in¬ 
ternational back line and the US 
cricket team was one of the strongest 


around. “The hockey pitches were 
pristine, like a billiard table, so mag¬ 
nificent that you were never able to 
knock up on them before the game 
began,” recalled ex-Fareham hockey 
captain, Paul Jones. 

“That Burnaby Road was main¬ 
tained to such a high level was large¬ 
ly due to Doug, who was a familiar 
sight driving the enormous heavy 
roller (pictured), nicknamed Hercu¬ 


les, which was subsequently sold off 
to the Army at Aldershot and can 
now be found at RMA Sandhurst.” 

Bob Wheeldon worked alongside 
Doug at the US Ground for over 20 
years. 

“He taught me so much, in fact, 
virtually everything I know about 
groundsmanship. I’m still doing 
things now that he taught me. He was 
a master craftsman of his trade,” 


said Wheldon, looking out over the 
Portsmouth Grammar School play¬ 
ing fields he has manicured since 
leaving Burnaby Road. 

Tragically, Doug lost his son Ste¬ 
phen last month in a traffic accident 
in Spain. 

Stephen grew up with a hockey 
stick and cricket bat in hand and 
played both sports at Bath lane, Fare- 
ham, where he was much liked.
